The RWQCB inspector was not able to locate MW-4 or MW-5 during the inspection, therefore the conditions 
of these wells are unknown. The surface drainage channels were clear of debris and sediment. With one 
exception the condition of the landfill cover appeared intact. The one exception was the presence of a few 
rodent holes in the landfill cover in the northeastern portion of the main waste area of the landfill, refer to 
attached pictures. These features may serve as preferential downward migration pathways for surface 
water, are considered to be areas of concern, and need to be addressed prior to the rainy season. 

The item listed above is an area of concern for this Landfill. 
Please take steps to correct this area of concern as soon as possible, but no later than (
